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Suspended

A SENIOR female Welsh¬ 
pool detective and a con¬ 
stable who were suspended 
from duty after they were 
allegedly caught having sex 
on duty have been given a 
final written warning, Dy- 
fed-Powys Police has con¬ 
firmed. 

Detective Inspector Diane 
Davies and PC Tommy 
Swales were reportedly 
caught together in a police 
station while on duty. 

National newspapers re¬ 
ported in October last year 
that officers heard noises 
coming from a room occu¬ 
pied by DI Davies and PC 
Swales and, fearing that 
someone was breaking in, 
they burst in on the pair. 

At the time of the alleged 
liaison, Davies was said to 
have been the highest rank¬ 
ing officer on duty in the Dy- 
fed-Powys Police force. 

At the time the force 
confirmed that two officers 
were suspended while inves¬ 
tigation were under way but 
would not reveal the reason 
for those suspensions. 

On Tuesday a police 
spokeswoman said: “Dy- 
fed-Powys Police can con¬ 
firm that two officers who 
were suspended from duty 
pending an internal mis¬ 
conduct investigation, have 
been issued with a final 
written warning. 

“The officers will recom¬ 
mence their duties in due 
course.”

hits out at 'inedible' hospital food

A MAN recovering from a heart 
attack claims he was served meals 
he “wouldn’t give to a pig” during 
his stay at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital. 

Steve Powell, who had five heart 
attacks in as many years, believes 
it was only food brought in by his 
family that kept him healthy after 
he was repeatedly given meals he 
described as “inedible”. 

Mr Powell, 62, from Oswestry, 
claims staff overcooked food, de¬ 
stroying all nutritional value. His 
claims have been denied by the 


hospital, which said all patients 
were given the right nutrition and 
hydration. 

Mr Powell, who is an engi¬ 
neer, said: “I went into the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital at the end of 
January and was in for about five 
or six days. 

“Whatever meal they served 
up to me, it all tasted exactly the 
same. There was just no taste at 
all. 

“I would not give those meals to 
a pig, they were completely over¬ 
cooked and destroyed.” 


Mr Powell said he could not 
even identify some of the meals he 
was served and believes the cater¬ 
ing is much better elsewhere.He 
said: “You don’t even know what 
some of the food is because there’s 
no taste there. 

“I think they steamed the 
chicken, but they destroyed it 
completely. 

“You need protein. I couldn’t 
face some of the meals. When I 
was in Stoke-on-Trent hopsital the 
food was superb and Telford was 
better then Shrewsbury.” 


Joanne Yale, head of facilities 
at the hospital trust, said: “A vital 
part of the care we provide for our 
patients is making sure they get 
the right nutrition and hydration 
to support their recovery. 

“Our menus are nutritionally 
analysed and we aim to provide as 
much variety as we can to cater for 
a wide range of patient needs. We 
are always listening to what our 
patients, visitors and staff tell us 
about the service they receive and 
we continually strive to ensure we 
deliver a high quality service.” 


YOUTH GROUPS

THE devastating impact proposed cuts will have on 
Oswestry’s youth service will be spelt out to town coun¬ 
cillors at a meeting on Monday.

Oswestry’s £2.2 million youth centre in 
Oak Street which only opened in December 
2012, could be lost in the shake-up, town 
councillors will be told on Monday, though 
the building will stay open. 

Among activities set to go at The Centre 
include its Youth Forum which meets on 
Tuesdays, its junior and senior Thursday 
night youth clubs and its Friday night Girls 
Group. 

Council-funded elements of Saturday ac¬ 
tivities provided via Fusion Arts Oswestry 
could also go, a report to the town council¬ 
lors says. 

The Centre’s weekly skate night could 
also be axed, depending on which options is 
eventually chosen. 

Rural youth clubs which sees a minibus 
sent to villages to pick up youngsters around 
Oswestry are likely to continue, as will The 
Centre’s Funky Friday drop-in session. 

The report to Monday’s meeting from 
Shropshire Council explains the reasons for 
the cuts. 

Council spokeswoman Laura Owen says 
in the report: “We are facing ongoing budget

The councillors will be 
told Oswestry town clerk 
David Preston and Shrews¬ 
bury town clerk Helen 
Ball have written letters to 
Shropshire Council high¬ 
lighting concerns about the 
situation. 

Those concerns will 
be passed on to MPs and 
Government in support of 
Shropshire Council’s calls 
for a review of the policy. 


Napoleonic troops take over castle

Clark from Rocester.A GROUP of ear¬ 
ly 19th Century soldiers have stormed 
a castle near Oswestry armed with ri¬ 
fles and muskets. 

But fortunately for the people of 
Whittington the soldiers weren’t fight¬ 
ing for real. 

Historical re-enactors the 5/60th 
Royal American (Rifles) spent the 
weekend camped at the castle, near 
Oswestry, as they showed visitors 
what life would have been like around 


the turn of the 19th century. 

The group depicts the 1797-1815 
Napoleonic period of British history, 
and during the weekend visitors were 
invited to try out life as a soldier by 
joining in with rifle drills and watch 
demonstrations of the guns and other 
weapons the re-enactors had brought 
with them. 

Soldiers guarded the entrance to the 
castle and carried out drill practices, 
and when a group of French soldiers 
arrived at the castle there was a skir¬ 
mish to send them packing. 

Castle manager Sue Ellis said: “Over 


200 years ago the whole area was on 
high alert. Oswestry received over 
300 Napoleonic prisoners of war were 
billeted with local families and stayed 
four years. 

“In a town with a population at the 
time of 1,000 people these prisoners 
must have caused quite a stir. When 
Napoleon abdicated in April 1814 the 
prisoners returned home. 

“It was the first time we’ve hosted 
a Napoleonic group, but it went down 
really well.” 

The castle’s next living history event 
will be on March 30 from 11am to 3pm

Wildlife trust's 
award for work 
to attract more 
butterfly species 

THE Montgomeryshire Wildlife Trust has 
won a national award for its work to attract 
butterflies to a reserve near Oswestry. 

The Llanymynech Hill Butterfly Project 
won the 2014 Environmental Award for its 
work to improve habitat on the nature re¬ 
serve to protect and enhance the resident 
butterfly populations. 

The project is funded by the Aggregates 
Levy Fund for Wales and won the top envi¬ 
ronmental award from the Mineral Produc¬ 
ers Association. 

Llanymynech Hill is home to eight Biodi¬ 
versity Action Plan species. The rarest but¬ 
terfly found at Llanymynech Rocks is the 
pearl-bordered fritillary, which is suffering 
massive decline across the UK but has sev¬ 
eral strongholds in Montgomeryshire. 

The population at Llanymynech has seen 
its numbers stabilise and increase and this 
is due in a large part to the work of the but¬ 
terfly project staff and volunteers. 

The Llanymynech Hill Butterfly Project 
uses a combination of sheep grazing and 
volunteer work parties to manage the scrub 
levels on seven hectares of nature reserve. 
The project has also funded training ses¬ 
sions for volunteers who monitor the but¬ 
terfly numbers and alos produce a brochure 
and ID chart to encourage people to report 
their butterfly records. 

Eley Hart, operations manager at Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Wildlife Trust, said: “This is 
a great example of what industry and will- 
dlife trusts working together can accom¬ 
plish.” 


He said: “It saddened me when Kingswell 
closed and many of our volunteers who had 
been to the centre or who had children in¬ 
volved in activities there were sad. 

“We want to resurrect using it like it was 
before. 

“We will use it as a theatre but it’s also 
about bringing it back into community use 
for other functions like lecture space for 
groups like U3A, because we’ll have very 
good AV facilities to do presentations and 
talks. 

“We’re developing youth film projects as 
well in the town and so they will be able to 
use the centre.” 

Kinoculture is currently based at the At- 
tfield Theatre on Bailey Head. 

It screens films and associated talks and 
events at the theatre for its audiences. 

Benefits 

But Mr Garland said there would be 
many benefits to moving into the much 
larger centre from the Attfield, including 
more space, which will allow for larger au¬ 
diences and more freedom to schedule pro¬ 
grammes. 

“It’s a massive space - you could proba¬ 
bly fit four Attfields in there,” he said. 

“We do get the demand for seats and 
have sell-out shows, but the main problem 
about working from the Attfield is that 
it’s a shared space with the Attfield Thea¬ 
tre Company and they’re set building and 
having their own productions, so we have 
to programme a film and then work with 
someone else to make sure we can fit it in.” 

He added: “With this new centre we will 
be freed up to programme things a lot more 
and gives us more artistic control.” 

Mr Garland said they were aiming for a 
mid May opening. 

He said: “There’s a lot of work to do on 
the premises. 

“It’s been sadly neglected for a number of 
years and empty for three years. 

“There’s no heating in there so we need 
to sort that out. 

“We’re looking forward to it. It’s very 
scary but exciting.”

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A n Oswestry man this week 
gets front page coverage over 
his criticism of the meals at the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. But 
how fair is he being? 

Describing the meals as “not 
fit to feed to pigs” is surely going 
too far. 

Any of us unfortunate enough 
to have spent time in the Royal 
Shrewsbury will have sampled 
the delights of the hospital’s 
kitchen and whether we were 
happy or not the fact is that we 
WERE fed. 

Steve Powell’s criticism has 
also appeared in other newspa¬ 
pers and I can’t help feeling he is 
going over the top by taking pic¬ 
tures of the food he was served. 

He might want to consider 
how difficult it must be to pre¬ 
pare food for hundreds of pa¬ 
tients three times a day, all with 
different tastes and preferences. 

The hospital is not a restau¬ 
rant, and while providing nutri¬ 
tional meals is considered es¬ 
sential, presentation is not the 
biggest priority faced by bosses. 

My own experiences recently 
do not mirror those of Mr Powell 
and I think he will have angered 
many fellow patients with his 
condemnation of the service. 

Everyone at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury gets a choice of menu and I 
found the staff very helpful when 
it came to meal times. Nobody 
expects an “a la carte” service 
when in hospital, where the pri¬ 
orities are the health of patients. 

Me thinks you “doth protest 
too much” Mr Powell.

Apprentices get the 
best of both worlds 


SUE AUSTIN reports on how 
college is trying to give its 
students the best chance to 
get a foot on the job ladder 

A COLLEGE is working with 
employers to ensure appren¬ 
tices have the best start in their 
chosen career. 

Walford and North Shropshire 
College is involved in apprentice¬ 
ship schemes in as varied careers as 
agriculture and hairdressing, busi¬ 
ness and motor mechanics. 

Staff at the college said many students 
are now chosing to achieve qualifications 
through apprenticeships, working and 
earning a salary while gaining skills and 
experience. 

The college offers apprenticeship 
scheme in agriculture, business adminis¬ 
tration, customer Service, gamekeeping, 
hairdressing, health and social care and 
motor vehicle professions. 

Skills 

Chloe Davies, 17, is a female game- 
keeper Llanrhaeadr currently studying 
her Level 2 Gamekeeping and Wildlife 
Management apprenticeship and work¬ 
ing at the Powis Castle Shoot. She looks 
after the pheasants, partridge, ducks and 
deer and also manages. 

“I’ve learnt how to medicate game 
birds, feed them and make sure they are 
in good health,” Chloe said. 

“I love being able to learn new things 
and I enjoy being hands-on with my job, 
there’s no better way to learn than being 
in the working environment. I have also 
developed better social skills with the 
many visitors that come to the estate.” 

She is also enjoying extra courses in¬ 
cluding forestry management. 

Chloe’s employer is Peter Shaw, the 
owner of the shoot who has employed 
several apprentices over the years. He

said: “Chloe’s doing well, she has been 
with us for just over 12 months now 
and is able to do everything that we do. 
It’s good to have an apprentice in as 
they are keen and want to learn.” 

Danielle Francis, 21, from Penrhos, 
Llanymynech is the College’s star hair¬ 
dressing apprentice and works at the 
Helen Hawker Salon near Crew Green. 

“Since starting my apprenticeship I 
have learnt a lot of new skills and been 
given more responsibility at work. I 
have gained lots of technical skills such 
as a base line cut and also have learnt 
to mix colours.” 

Danielle’s manager is Helen Hawker 
who was herself an apprentice more 
than 25 years ago. 

“She said: “It’s really important to 
have a good relationship between the 
employer, the learner and the assessor. 
Once Danielle is qualified, she will be 


fully employed here and I’d definitely 
want to take on another apprentice.’ 

As part of the apprenticeship she un¬ 
dertakes duties such as answering the 
phone, handling money, washing hair, 
applying base colours and basic cutting. 

“I prefer actually being in the work¬ 
place with clients and dealing with real 
life situations and being able to work 
and earn money whilst gaining a qual¬ 
ification. Also, I have developed a good 
working relationship with my manager 
and I am always learning from her.” 

One benefit of an apprenticeship is 
that it can be started any time through¬ 
out the year and Danielle is already 
planning to progress to the Level 3 ap¬ 
prenticeship in the near future. 

Working in health and social care 
is Stephanie Heathcock, 24 from 
Oswestry, currently working towards 
her Level 3 Health Care Support Ser¬ 


vices Apprenticeship as a Health Care 
Assistant on the Alice Ward at the Rob¬ 
ert Jones and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic 
Hospital in Gobowen. 

“I have enjoyed linking theory to prac¬ 
tice and learning on the job. Being able 
to carry out the qualification whilst still 
being in my work environment has been 
very beneficial. I find that when it comes 
to learning I’m more receptive to prac¬ 
tical learning and not being stuck in a 
classroom.” 

“The apprenticeship was more fea¬ 
sible for me as I was able to combine 
working with study and also bring home 
a wage.’ 

Small businesses can access a £1,500 
grant via the College for taking on an ap¬ 
prentice for the duration of their study. 

One of the men undertaking an ap¬ 
prenticeship is Jeremy Stridgen, 36 from 
Much Wenlock, working towards his 
Level 3 Motor Vehicle Apprenticeship at 
Burway Garage in Church Stretton. 

Jeremy enjoys his job and comments, 
‘This apprenticeship has enabled me to 
achieve a good qualification and learn 
valuable skills, while still earning a rea¬ 
sonable wage. For me the main benefits 
have been, learning on the job, I feel I 
am learning every day.” 

“Recently I have really grown in con¬ 
fidence and ability. I used to be terrified 
of electrics, now, although I am still 
learning, I can approach a job with con¬ 
fidence and know that with a little re¬ 
search I can usually diagnose and repair 
the fault.” 

With an apprenticeship it’s not just 
about the practical work, the learner has 
to complete college work that provides 
evidence for the qualification. Each ap¬ 
prentice has an assessor employed by 
the College to guide and support the 
learner through their apprenticeship.

Since I was elected in 1997 I 
have enjoyed a good working 
relationship with the Officers at 
Shropshire Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice whose volunteer fire-fight¬ 
ers serve the people of North 
Shropshire bravely. 

I was therefore concerned to 
learn that the Fire Authority was 
considering scrapping the fire 
stations at Baschurch, Hodnet 
and Prees. 

Many constituents shared 
my real worries and I received 
a large postbag of letters from 
concerned residents. 

Public meetings were held to 
discuss each of the three fire 
stations that were threatened 
with closure. At every meeting, 
the fire-fighters explained the 
details of each area and made 
compelling arguments. There 
was a good turnout of local resi¬ 
dents who made important con¬ 
tributions. 

Each station covers an area 
with its own unique characteris¬ 
tics but the overwhelming worry 
was the sharp increase in re¬ 
sponse times. 

Small retained fire stations 
provide a vital service in North 
Shropshire. The Shropshire Fire 
and Rescue Service’s track re¬ 
cord speaks for itself; it is one of 
the two best performing fire ser¬ 
vices in the country. 

I am grateful to Chief Fire Of¬ 
ficer, John Redmond for com¬ 
ing to each of the meetings and 
making a clear presentation on 
the Fire Authority’s position. 

Efforts to stop these closures 
were not just limited to North 
Shropshire. Fire Minister, Bran¬ 
don Lewis MP agreed to meet a 
delegation of Shropshire MP’s at 
the House of Commons. 

John Redmond travelled from 
Shropshire to help present our 
concerns to the Minister. He 
made a strong case for the diffi¬ 
cult position in which Shropshire 
Fire and Rescue Service finds it¬ 
self, in particular in comparison 
to many urban Fire Authorities. 

I was therefore delighted when 
Shropshire Fire and Rescue Au¬ 
thority made the wise decision 
to keep the stations open. This 
was a direct result of the over¬ 
whelming support of local peo¬ 
ple whose voices were heard 
loud and clear. 

I am grateful to all of those 
who wrote to me about this is¬ 
sue. This was a real team effort 
and shows that together, we can 
make a difference.

WILL TUPE REGULATIONS APPLY IF I TAKE OVER A BUSINESS THAT HAS SIX EMPLOYEES? 

Q: I run a small business which despite the financial crisis has been doing well. I now have the opportunity to take over a similar small business due to its owner 
retiring. As it only has six employees would it still be governed by TUPE regulations if I needed to make some staff redundant after taking on the business? 

A: The TUPE regulations will apply and any provision that purports to limit or exclude the rights of employees is deemed void. However, recent changes that came 
into force on January 31st this year may be of some assistance to you. 

If the transfer is taking place after 1 May 2014, the deadline for the current business owner to provide you with employee liability information has been extended 
from 14 to 28 days. This will give you more time to weigh up your options. 

As the business has less than ten employees you would be able to inform and consult with the employees individually if there is no union or representative body 
already in place. 

Perhaps the most significant change for you is that you, with the current employera€™s consent, will be able to carry out your redundancy information and 
consultation obligations with affected transferring employees before you actually become their employer. 

This answer comes with a significant health warning, however: the new law is uncertain and if you get this wrong, you could be on the receiving end of an 
automatic unfair dismissal claim. A number of employment lawyers are struggling to see how the new law, which purports to widen the protection for employers in 
your position, will actually differ from the previous law in practice. 

The TUPE regulations are complex and it would be advisable for you to seek expert advice from a specialist employment solicitor prior to making any decisions or 
taking action.

What 
is more important - children 
sitting in a class room for 10 
days or going as a family to 
foreign climes where they 
will get such educational 
stimulus? 

If their holiday is abroad 
they will experience a dif¬ 
ferent culture and language, 
and climate. Holidays in 
Britain are full of similar 
stimulation. 

What’s more, they will 
have a time of bonding with 
their family. Something 
that’s rare in this modern 
world, when both parents 
have to work. 

When I was trained it was 
commonly taught that with¬ 
out stimulation there could 
be no learning. 

Also we were taught that 
learning was not simply 
to enable children to tick 
the right boxes so that the 
teacher could tick boxes 
about them. 

What better stimulation 
could there be to learning, 
in its complete sense, than 
having a holiday with mum 
and dad? 

I bet when those children 
got back there was such an 
eagerness to share it. 

If that’s against the law, 
then to quote Mr Bumble: 
“The law is an ass.”

Delight at bureau after 
council's cut is reduced 


CITIZENS’ Advice Bureau officials have spo¬ 
ken of their relief after councillors in Mid 
Wales backed down on plans to axe all of 
their funding to the charity. 

The charity will lose 15 per cent of its annual 
£93,580 grant from Powys County Council after the 
authority set a new budget aimed at finding £20 mil¬ 


lion of savings. 

But the CAB had been 
facing losing all of its grant 
until the plans were revised 
at a full council meeting 
earlier this week where the 
budget was agreed. 

The CAB is now seeking 
urgent meetings with senior 
councillors to work out how 
bureau advice services can 
still be effectively delivered 
across the whole of Powys 
with reduced funding. 

Chris Mann, chairman 
of CAB trustees in Powys, 
said: “To lose 15 per cent of 
our council funding is bad 
enough, but the original 
plan to cut it by 100 per cent 
would have been a catastro¬ 
phe for our clients who the 
most vulnerable people in 
the community. 

“Powys councillors have 
recognised just how valua¬ 
ble the CAB’s work is, not 
just because of the £2.2 mil¬ 
lion we recovered for clients 
last year but in minimising 
the social harm of poverty, 
deprivation and problems 
like debt, housing and em¬ 
ployment issues.” 

Muriel Ryan, CAB man¬ 
ager for Powys, said: “It’s

vital that our volunteers 
and paid staff continue to 
operate throughout Powys. 
That much was evident by 
the over five thousand peo¬ 
ple who signed our petition 
to keep the CAB going. 

“Our volunteers were 
heartened by the positive 
comments from numerous 
councillors who appreciate 
the dedicated work they do.” 

Leader Councillor Barry 
Thomas said; “This year’s 
budget has been one of the 
hardest ever for the coun¬ 
cil with a significant cut in 
funding, ever increasing 
service pressures resulting 
in the need for a £20 million 
reduction in spending. 

“Reducing our spending 
by such an amount was 
never going to be easy and 
our budget proposals were 
always likely to attract some 
criticism. But, we have to 
balance the needs of provid¬ 
ing statutory services such 
as education and social care, 
alongside those that are so¬ 
cially desirable while taking 
into account ability to pay.”

Bull-test farmer's death Hi 
accidental, rules coroner 


A farmer died in a tragic accident just weeks 
before Christmas after being hit on the head 
by a two-year-old bull while carrying out rou¬ 
tine TB testing, an inquest heard. 

Adrian Owen was knocked backwards by the bull 
after the animal reared its head, believing it was 
about to be fed. 

Mr Owen, who had been reaching to fix a yoke used to se¬

a statement by Christopher 
Gittins, a herdsman at Ash- 
wood Farm in Ash Parva, 
near Whitchurch, where 
the accident happened. Mr 
Owen was declared dead 
later that day. 

An inquest at the Guild¬ 
hall in Shrewsbury yester¬ 
day (Thursday) was told the 
farm’s 600 cows had been 
tested on December 3 last 
year and the final test of the 
morning was to be on the 
farm’s two-year-old bull, 
which lived in an enclosure 
on its own. 

As Mr Owen approached 
the area, he noticed that a 
yoke, used to secure the bull 
while tests were carried out 
on it, was incorrectly fitted. 

Mr Gittins’s statement, 
read out by coroner’s officer 
Gordon Dolan, detailed how 
Mr Owen, a 33-year-old fa¬ 
ther of two girls aged three 
and six, reached through the 
bars of the bull’s enclosure, 
placing his head in proxim¬ 
ity to the yoke. 


“The bull, anticipating it 
was going to be fed, lifted its 
head hitting Mr Owen,” the 
statement said. “I was una¬ 
ble to see clearly but Adrian 
moved backwards and hit 
his head on the bars. He 
then fell into the passage¬ 
way with blood coming from 
his nose and ears. I rested 
his head on my lap.” 

A vet who was at the farm 
to help Mr Owen with the 
testing, called emergency 
services. Mr Owen, who mo¬ 
ved to the farm in 2011 with 
his partner Jane Edwards 
and their children, was 
flown to University Hospital 
of North Staffordshire. 

A postmortem recorded 
the cause of death as head 
injury caused by trauma. 

Mr John Ellery, senior 
coroner for Shropshire, Tel¬ 
ford and Wrekin, said based 
on the statements he had 
read and reports received, 
Mr Owen’s death was acci¬ 
dental. Mr Owen’s family 
did not wish to comment 
after the inquest.

Housing plan aims to 
tackle county shortfall

UP to 130 homes could be built in Ellemere - in addition to more than 
200 already in the pipeline. 

An outline planning application has been submitted to Shropshire Council to 
develop land south of The Hawthorns in Ellesmere. 

The applicants say the scheme, which will include 13 affordable homes, will help the 
council make up a shortfall of housing land across the county. 

They also say the site has been promoted as part of the council’s Site Allocation and 
Management Development Plan - also known as SAMDev - the blueprint for development 

--in the county. 

But Councillor Alan Clarke, mayor of 
Ellesmere, questioned whether the extra 
homes are needed. 

More than 200 are being built by The 
Wharf in the town centre, and three other 
sites were removed from development so 
that those homes could go ahead. 

“The development by the Wharf will cater 
for the needs of the town,” said Councillor 
Clarke. 

The town council has yet to discuss the 
new application, he added. 

A report on behalf of the applicants said: 
“This site has been continually promoted 
throughout the SAMDev process and ac¬ 
cepted as a preferred housing allocation. 

“As suggested in the SAMDev site assess¬ 
ments, it was considered that this site could 
provide in the region of 122 dwellings and 
we are therefore seeking approval of resi¬ 
dential development up to 130 dwellings.” 

The report said the council had yet to 
demonstrate that it had a five-year supply 
of housing land. 

The new homes would help to support 
local services, it added, and would not have 
any ‘adverse impacts’. The applicants plan 
to include a play area and a wildlife corridor 
through the centre of the site. 

People can comment on the plans through 
the Shropshire Council website. 


Foodbank plan 
is drawn up 

PLANS are being drawn up for a foodbank 
to serve an area near the Shropshire border. 

Clwyd South AM Ken Skates has met 
with Andrew Sturgess from the Trussell 
Trust, the national charity which operates 
the community foodbank projects through¬ 
out Britain, and Ruabon businessman David 
Jones to discuss opening a branch to serve 
the Dee Valley. 

Mr Skates said: “It was a really positive 
meeting and we are making rapid progress, 
it’s really encouraging. There is still work 
to be done, but I am hopeful we can get the 
Clwyd South Foodbank open for business 
within the next few months. Sadly, more 
and more people across Wales are having to 
rely on foodbanks because of a variety of fac¬ 
tors such as rising costs of fuel and energy 
bills, static income, high unemployment and 
changes to benefits. Some 13 million people 
are currently living below the poverty line 
in the UK and food poverty is rising.”

The group’s report says: 
“Although the dyke does not 
run through the application 
site, the levelled remains of 
the earthwork ban or the 
infilled ditch may still exist 
below the current ground 
level, along with associated 
archaeological remains. 

“The advice of the local 
planning authority’s ar¬ 
chaeological advisor should 
be sought and adhered to.” 

Shropshire Council aims 
to make a decision by March 
31.

Life saving treatment 
pioneered at hospital

RESEARCHERS at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital have contributed 
towards finding a treatment for a potentially fatal childhood disease. 

The study, carried out through the hospital’s partnership with Keele Univer¬ 
sity, has identified that a plant extract - a pigment called quercetin - could help 
to prevent the damage to nerves associated with the childhood form of motor 
neuron disease. 

Professor Glenn Morris and Dr Heidi Fuller, both based at Oswestry, were part of the 
collaborative study involving centres in the UK and one in Germany, which was led by 

- Professor Tom Gillingwater from the Uni¬ 
versity of Edinburgh. 

Dr Fuller said the results could give hope 
to families who receive a motor neuron dis¬ 
ease diagnosis. 

She said: “We are thrilled with the find¬ 
ings of this study which may one day offer 
hope to families where they have an infant 
with spinal muscular atrophy - also known 
as floppy baby syndrome. The study could 
pave the way for new treatments for SMA, 
which is a leading genetic cause of death in 
children. 

“In tests on zebrafish, flies and mice, sci¬ 
entists in seven centres found that treating 
the disease with the purified quercetin pig¬ 
ment led to a significant improvement in 
the health of nerve and muscle cell. Whilst 
quercetin did not prevent all of the symp¬ 
toms associated with the disorder, the hope 
is that in the future this could offer a useful 
treatment option in the early stages of the 
disease.” 

Doug Henderson, acting managing direc¬ 
tor of The Jennifer Trust for Spinal Mus¬ 
cular Atrophy, welcomed the development. 

He said: “This is clearly a very interesting 
and exciting development but we must be 
mindful that it could be many years before 
this translates into something more tangi¬ 
ble for future generations of people coping 
with spinal muscular atrophy.” 


Knife threat 
man in court 

A man has appeared in court accused of 
threatening a woman with a 10 inch knife 
in Oswestry. 

Kristopher John Jenkins, 23, is charged 
with threatening a person with an offensive 
weapon in a public place and assault causing 
actual bodily harm. 

Jenkins, of Maple Avenue, Oswestry, 
is accused of using a 10 inch long kitchen 
knife to threaten a 62-year-old woman as 
she walked across the old Cambrian Rail¬ 
way Line in the Coney Green area of the 
town on her way to work. Mr Mike Phillips, 
prosecuting, said the woman was attacked 
on February 13 at 6.35am. 

Jenkins gave no indication of a plea dur¬ 
ing his appearance at Shrewsbury Magis¬ 
trates Court last Thursday and the case was 
committed to the crown court for a plea and 
case management hearing on June 16. 

He was granted bail with the condition 
not to contact the complainant and placed 
under an electronically tagged curfew from 
7pm to 7am.

inspector 
says path 
must be 
reopened 

A government inspector 
has ruled that a footpath 
near Ellesmere must be re¬ 
opened. 

Ramblers have long been 
campaigning to see the path, 
which links the Llangollen 
Canal to Spun Hill, recog¬ 
nised as a right of way. 

It was blocked off about 
10 years ago. 

The path was used as a 
link between the beauty 
spots of Blakemere and 
Colemere and took in an 
area known as Bluebell 
Wood. 

A public enquiry was held 
in January after Shropshire 
Council called for the foot¬ 
path to be added to the de¬ 
finitive map of public rights 
of way. 

This week the inspector, 
Barney Grimshaw, made an 
order saying that the route 
should be made a public 
footpath. 

Historical evidence 
showed there was a route 
in place as far back as 1836 
and several people gave evi¬ 
dence at the enquiry to say 
they had used it in the 1980s 
and 1990s. 

He said the evidence he 
heard through the enquiry 
made him conclude that 
this had become a public 
footpath as a result of public 
use from 1980 to 2000. 

“At the inquiry it became 
clear that the route was 
probably also obstructed in 
2000, possible when there 
was an outbreak of foot and 
mouth disease,” he said.

Kate has been an active 
member of the Whitchurch 
Water Vole Group since it 
started in 2006, searching 
muddy ditches and streams 
for signs of these small, rus¬ 
set-furred creatures. She 
also writes a blog, About a 
brook, about water voles 
and other wildlife sightings. 
Since the 1970s, water vole 
numbers have declined by 
around 95 per cent due to 
habitat loss, habitat frag¬ 
mentation and predation by 
mink. 

“This loss is one of the 
most rapid and serious re¬ 
corded declines of any Brit¬ 
ish wild mammal during 
recent times,” she said. 

The talk has been ar¬ 
ranged by the Oswestry 
Branch of Shropshire Wild¬ 
life Trust and takes place at 
the Methodist Church Hall, 
Castle Street, Oswestry, 
starting at 7.30pm. Entry 
costs £2 for Trust members 
and £3 for non-members 
and includes refreshments.

Restaurant planned for 
former furniture store 


A FORMER Oswestry furniture store which 
was once earmarked for the town’s first 
Muslim prayer centre is set to become a res¬ 
taurant and cocktail bar. 

Oswestry Muslim Society had hoped to convert 
the former Oswald Road Fine Furniture shop into a 
meeting place but later abandoned the plans. 

Plans have now been lodged to turn the building into a 


restaurant and cocktail bar, 
as well as to convert other 
parts of the premises into 
flats. 

The application has been 
submitted to Shropshire 
Council by Mr P&R Lepone. 

A design and access state¬ 
ment prepared by consult¬ 
ants Design and Planning 
Associates outlines the pro¬ 
posal. 

The statement says: 
“Planning permission is 
sought to convert the for¬ 
mer Oswald Road Furniture 
Shop into a restaurant to¬ 
gether with a cocktail bar 
on the upper ground floor 
and three flats in multiple 
occupation on the lower 
ground floor. The site is lo¬ 
cated within the conserva¬ 
tion area of Oswestry town 
centre. 

“The property to which 
this application relates was 
formerly a Presbyterian 
Church built in 1888 and 
has been occupied as a fur¬ 
niture store for 24 years. 

“The front of the build¬ 
ing consists of an impres¬ 
sive portico with decorative 
fenestration and parapets

constructed in a neo clas¬ 
sical style. The footprint of 
the building is not proposed 
to be altered as part of the 
conversion works. 

“The conversion will be 
split over two levels namely 
the upper ground floor 
and the lower ground floor 
level.” 

Shropshire Council hopes 
to make a decision on the 
application by April 24. 

Oswestry Muslim Society 
was given permission to use 
the building for a prayer 
centre last year. 

But the plans were even¬ 
tually abandoned and the 
group continues to meet 
regularly at the Eastern 
Oswestry Community Cen¬ 
tre as it searches for its own 
permanent home. 

The group’s plans for 
Oswald Road attracted op¬ 
position from the British 
National Party and more 
than 70 people wrote to 
Shropshire Council object¬ 
ing to the proposal, with 
more than 40 people writing 
in support.

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It’s a class act

How can it be the car 
Mercedes-Benz calls its 
best-selling model has, for so 
long, felt a bit of an undera¬ 
chiever? 

The C-Class ought to have been 
all the company knows about luxury 
saloons distilled into a smaller form, 
but for many years it was instead a 
car which was short on quality and 
long on price tag. 

The 2007 model repaired much of 
its reputation and the subsequent 2011 
facelift brought even more features and 
better efficiency, but in this country, the 
C-Class always lagged a distant third in 
the compact executive sales charts. 


Much has changed in the interim 
though. The introduction of a smaller 
four-door saloon, the CLA, has allowed 
the C-Class to become a bit bigger and 
a good deal more luxurious. The latest 
car is a fresh design from the ground up 
and it shows. 

The diesel engines include a 2.1-litre 
C220 BlueTEC unit good for 170PS, 
plus you can talk to your dealer about 
feebler C200 BlueTEC and pokier C250 
BlueTEC offerings. Petrol-wise, there’s a 
184PS C200 unit. 

Granted, it’s not a very wide range of 
engines to duke it out with BMW and 
Audi but expect more exciting options 
to arrive in due course. 

The C300 BlueTEC HYBRID com¬ 
bines a four-cylinder 204PS diesel en¬ 
gine with a compact 27PS electric motor 
and looks interesting, as does the pros¬ 


pect of a plug-in hybrid model. In the 
here and now, there’s a choice of two 
six-speed manual transmissions or an 
improved version of the 7G-TRONIC 
automatic gearbox. The electrome¬ 
chanical Direct Steer system is also 
fitted as standard. 

Looking at the exterior of this 
C-Class, you’d be forgiven for think¬ 
ing this was the most conservative 
of styling directions. Any notionally 
car-literate person would be able to 
tell you it was a Mercedes C-Class, 
even if they’d never clapped eyes on 
the thing before. 

It’s tidily executed, with hints of the 
latest S-Class in its detailing. The long 
bonnet, a passenger compartment 
set well back and short overhangs de¬ 
fine the C-Class’s classic proportions. 
Large wheels emphasise the rear and

communicate a stylishly sporty char¬ 
acter. 

Halogen headlamps are fitted as 
standard, but there are also two LED 
options offered: a static system and 
a dynamic version with an LED Intel¬ 
ligent Light System. 

Drop inside and you’ll see where 
this Mercedes differentiates itself. It’s 
radically different to its predecessor 
with a broad centre console swooping 
between the front occupants, 

In automatic vehicles, a large one- 
piece centre console panel performs 
an elegant sweep from the centre air 
vents to the armrest. On vehicles with 
manual transmission, the centre con¬ 
sole is slightly steeper and features 
two separate trim elements in order 
to create ample space for ergonomic 
operation of the shift lever. 

Prices for the C200 petrol start at 


around £27,000, while for a C200 
BlueTEC diesel, you’ll pay from 
around £29,500. There are three trim 
levels, SE, Sport and AMG Line. 

Talks 

To gain an insight into quite how 
deep the thought process behind the 
new C-Class is, consider this. The air 
conditioning system talks to the car’s 
satellite navigation system. When you 
enter a tunnel, rather than start suck¬ 
ing diesel fumes into the cabin from 
that labouring artic, the car knows it’s 
entering a tunnel and automatically 
switches the air conditioning to recir¬ 
culate, bringing in fresh air only when 
you’ve emerged again. 

That’s smart. As indeed is the Col¬ 
lision Prevention Assist Plus system. 
When a danger of collision persists 
and the driver fails to respond, the 


system is able to carry out auton¬ 
omous braking at speeds of up to 
125mph, thereby reducing the severi¬ 
ty of collisions with slower or stopping 
vehicles. The system also brakes in 
response to stationary vehicles at a 
speed of up to 31 mph, and is able to 
prevent rear-end collisions at speeds 
of up to 25mph. 

It doesn’t take long to see how 
Mercedes has forged ahead with ef¬ 
ficiency. Where the last C220 diesel 
emitted 117g/km of carbon dioxide, 
the latest model trims that down to 
just 103g/km, with fuel economy im¬ 
proving from 64.2mpg to 70.6mpg. 

Even the entry-level petrol mod¬ 
el, the Cl 80, gets numbers that not 
so long ago would have been very 
respectable indeed for a diesel car 
in this sector: think 56.5mpg and 
166g/km.

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Skoda - vRS is now hotter

With the original Fabia vRS, the 
Czech maker was the first to bring 
a diesel engine to the hot hatch sec¬ 
tor. But that car, also available in an 
estate version, took sense and sen¬ 
sibility just a shade too far for some. 

Skoda needs younger buyers, which is 
why it needs a car like this second genera¬ 
tion Fabia vRS. 

Here is high technology given its head. The 
1.4-litre TSI petrol engine combines turbocharg¬ 
ing and supercharging. The DSG twin-clutch 
semi-automatic gearbox has seven speeds and 
steering wheel paddle -shifters so you can im¬ 
agine yourself in Skoda’s Fabia S2000 World 
Rally Car. 

And there’s an XDS limited slip differential 



to get all 178bhp down onto the tarmac, even 
when you’re cornering more sharply than you’d 
have ever thought possible in a Skoda. 

If you ever doubted this to be a brand which 
could match and beat the best technology of its 
rivals, then you need to try this car. Not for noth¬ 
ing has the 1.4 TSI twin-charge engine which 
resides under this Fabia’s bonnet won several 
international awards. 

Embracing the idea it’s possible to have the 
best of both worlds, it works on the principle 
that even modern turbochargers take a while to 
get into their stride, so it employs a supercharg¬ 
er as well to boost performance at low engine 
speeds. 

With the turbo and supercharger working in 
tandem, maximum torque is produced over a 
much wider section of the rev range, giving the 
car better low speed pulling power before the 
supercharger is decoupled and the turbo alone 
ignites the surge to the red line. 




It’s an expensive and somewhat complex 
solution but very effective with the switch from 
supercharger to turbo being almost seamless 
- and very rapid, rest to 60 detaining you for 
just 7.3 seconds on the way to 139mph, mak¬ 
ing this Skoda just about a match for anything 
in its class. 

So potent is this engine in fact that, rather 
surprisingly, no one across the Volkswagen 
Group has got around to producing a manu¬ 
al gearbox capable of coping with it, meaning 
that, as with the SEAT Ibiza Cupra, the VW 


Polo GTI and the Audi A1 1.4 TSI, the only op¬ 
tion open to potential Fabia vRS customers is 
an automatic. 

But it’s some automatic. This twin-clutch 
DSG unit has seven speeds you can access 
through paddle-shifters on the steering wheel 
if you don’t want to simply leave the transmis¬ 
sion to do its own thing. 

There are some issues with it though. The 
first gear is set a little low, so you have to 
change up while you are emerging from a junc¬ 
tion, which means fumbling around the steer¬ 


ing wheel as the paddle-shifters are attached to 
it rather than in a fixed position behind. 

Get used to these little quirks though and 
you’ll find it all comes together on the open 
road. 

Through fast-flowing bends, it all works a treat 
and rather suits the more mature approach of 
this most sensible of hot hatches/estates. 

Expect to pay around £16,000 to £17,000 for 
your Fabia vRS, depending on the bodystyle 
and options you choose, and the estate carries 
an£850 premium over the five-door hatch.

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Mazda - winning diesel duo

The latest Mazda6 SKYACTIV-D 
diesel offers even lower emis¬ 
sions and better economy. 

The diesel versions of the Mazda6 put in 
an impressive performance with excellent 
refinement, strong performance and, if you 
opt for the 150PS unit, recently improved 
economy and emissions figures. 

The 2.2-litre turbodiesel engine which 
powers the Mazda6 comes in two specific 
flavours; either 150 or 175PS power out¬ 
puts. Both get i-ELOOP — Mazda’s brake 
energy regeneration system - as well as 
i-stop, an advanced idle-stop system. All 
models are front-wheel drive, feature 62-li- 
tre fuel tanks, and are mated to six-speed 
manual gearboxes as standard with a six- 
speed auto as an option on some trims. 

Both engines are gutsy enough to en¬ 


dow the Mazda6 with impressive over¬ 
taking power. The 150PS unit develops 
380Nm of torque from just 1,800rpm, 
which is about what you’d expect from a 
BMW 320d, and this is enough to send it 
to 62mph in just nine seconds and onto a 
top speed of 131mph. The 175PS diesel 
develops a peak torque figure of 420Nm, 
gets to 62mph in 7.9 seconds and tops out 
at 139mph. 

Keeping weight out of key components 
has been one of the major design priorities 
and the latest Mazda6 gets lighter yet stiff- 
er front and rear suspension systems. The 
brakes have been beefed up, helped by 
increased chassis stability, a shorter brake 
pedal stroke and better brake disc cool¬ 
ing. The electric power assisted steering is 
quicker than the many of the rather flab- 
by-feeling installations on most family cars, 
with a rapid 2.57 turn lock-to-lock ratio.

The interior has improved in look and 
feel as well, although perhaps not quite 
in step with the bold exterior. The layout is 
clean with soft-touch materials nicely com¬ 
plemented by aluminium-effect highlights. 

The seats are lightweight but supportive 
and there’s decent space inside, despite a 
coupe-like glasshouse profile. 

With a wheelbase fully 105mm longer 
than the outgoing models, coupled with 
wider cabin, the car feels airier. If you want 
more space, try the estate, which features 
a boot capacity of 522 litres with the seats 
up and 1,664 litres with the seats down. 


The Mazda6 is a very good car with a 
pair of great diesel engines. Now that the 
emissions have come down still further on 
the volume-selling 150PS diesel unit, it’s 
easy to give this model a solid recommen¬ 
dation. 

This engine is unusually smooth, exhib¬ 
its none of the low-end sluggishness of 
many turbodiesels and will even rev right 
round to 5,500rpm without complaint. 

The 175PS unit feels even more mus¬ 
cular, generating torque versus efficiency 
figures which even the likes of BMW and 
Audi can’t match. 
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Kia Spoilage refreshed

It’s easy to believe the market for 
compact SUVs hasn’t changed all 
that much in the last ten years, but 
it’s now radically different and the 
biggest beneficiary of these chang¬ 
es has been Kia, and more specifi¬ 
cally its Sportage. 

That car’s been fettled and refreshed 
now and still looks the best budget 4x4 not 
a whole lot of money can buy. 

As before, you get a choice of four power- 
plants. There are 1.7 or 2.0-litre common-rail 
diesels with 113 and 134bhp respectively 
- or 1.6 and 2.0-litre petrols packing 138 and 
161bhp. Performance is similar with the 2.0-litre 
units as both manage the 0-62mph trial in under 
11 seconds with the manual gearbox installed. 

Entry level cars have front wheel-drive, with 



upper spec models getting all-wheel traction. 
The Sportage uses a part-time all-wheel-drive 
system which sends 100 per cent of power to 
the front wheels unless slippage is detected and 
it’s automatically diverted to the rear. 

There’s a lock mode for off-road driving which 
splits the available power 50/50 between the 
front and rear wheels, but it only operates below 
25mph. 

All Sportage models have Hillstart Assist Con¬ 
trol to help with uphill getaways and Downhill 
Brake Control to provide reassurance on steep 
descents. 

The latest car features Kia’s Flex Steer system 
on selected models. This allows the driver to 
choose between three different levels of power 
assistance. 

‘Comfort’ mode provides increased help for 
parking or manoeuvring in tight areas, while 
‘Sport’ lessens the assistance for increased feel 
and stability at higher speeds. There is also a 
‘Normal’ setting. 

In addition to this, the windscreen glass has 



been modified to reduce noise entering the 
cabin. 

Otherwise, it’s still as practical as ever. It just 
feels a little better built. The generous dimen¬ 
sions of the Sportage are carried over. There’s 
a substantial boot measuring in at 564 litres 
when the rear seats are occupied - or 1,353 li¬ 
tres when they’re folded down. Storage space 
inside the Sportage includes a six-litre centre 
console bin, large door pockets and a glove- 
box that’s air-conditioned on some models. 

Prices kick off at around £17,500, which 
keeps things real and Kia has done a spot 
of tinkering with the mix of the model line-up. 
Two additional variants, at the top and bot¬ 
tom, have been added to the team sheet to 


further broaden the appeal to customers - an 
all-wheel drive 2.0 CRDi at entry level and the 
1.7 CRDi turbodiesel is now an option on the 
top spec two-wheel drive model. 

The 1.6-litre direct-injection petrol unit and 
1.7-litre turbodiesel made their debuts in the 
Sportage and remain the mainstays of the 
range in the UK. 

Equipment levels have also been subtly 
boosted across the range. 

The best-performing Sportage from an 
economy and emissions perspective is the 
font-wheel drive 1.7 CRDi diesel which man¬ 
ages 54.3mpg and 135g/km. Should you 
choose petrol power, the 1.6 GDi powerplant 
returns a combined fuel figure of 44.1 mpg and 


emissions of 149g/km. Should you want an 
all-wheel drive 2.0-litre diesel, you’re looking 
at 49.6mpg and 149g/km . 

Beware opting for the automatic version 
though, as this puts a bit of a dent into the 
efficiency metrics at 40.9mpg and 179g/km. 

Like the rest of the Kia range, the Sportage 
is sold with aseven-year or 100,000-mile war¬ 
ranty. It is fully transferable should the car 
be sold before the time or mileage limits are 
reached. 

Fixed cost servicing brings additional 
peace of mind via the Kia Care-3 and Care-3 
Plus servicing package, offering retail custom¬ 
ers inflation-proof servicing for the first three 
or five years..

Less emissions. More driving pleasure. 
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Convertible 
is real deal 


The BMW 4 Series Converti¬ 
ble is a more aggressive and 
overtly sporting model than 
the old 3 Series drop-top 
ever purported to be. 

Yes, you could buy convertible ver¬ 
sions of the fire-breathing M3, but to 
do so was merely to pronounce that 
you’d missed the point of an M3 quite 
sorely. Things may well prove very dif¬ 
ferent when dealing with a 4 Series. 
It’s got a bit more about it. 

The 4 Series Convertible is one of 
the few folding hard-top cars which 
manages to look good whether the 
roof is up or down. 

The roof itself helps here. By choos¬ 
ing a three-piece roof over a two-piece 
item, BMW has achieved a shorter 
stack length when folded, which in 
turn avoids that distended rear end 
which so many folding hard-top con¬ 
vertibles exhibit. 

There’s an inherent rightness about 
the basic proportioning too. The over¬ 
all length of 4,638mm has been ex¬ 
tended by 26mm; the wheelbase has 
grown by 50mm and, together with 
the wider front track, this gives the car 
a low and wide stance on the road. 
The shorter overhangs, long bonnet 
and set-back passenger compartment 
give the car an elegant profile. 

The roof can be lowered in just 20 
seconds when the vehicle is travelling 
at speeds of up 8mph. Improvements 
in soundproofing reduce wind noise 
by up to 2dB. An electro-hydraulic 


loading assistance system pivots and 
positions the folded hard top to en¬ 
sure maximum utilisation of the 220 
litres of storage space. 

When the top is up, the boot has 
a volume of 370-litres, 20 litres more 
than in the previous 3 Series Converti¬ 
ble. With the optional through-loading 
system, a flat and level storage area 
can be utilised when the backrest of 
the rear bench seat is folded down. 

The entry-level version gets leather 
heated seats, xenon headlamps, LED 
rear lights, a parking radar, as well as 
climate control. Satellite navigation is 
standard on most versions, but the 
adaptive dampers are a box you might 
want to tick on the options list as well 
as the sport steering. 

Modest 

Whilst it may well be incredibly an¬ 
noying for BMW’s rivals, the compa¬ 
ny’s ability to produce engines which 
generate big horsepower but modest 
emissions and fuel consumption has 
proved a huge hit with UK buyers. 

The 4 Series Convertible continues 
this run of form. Take the 428i drop- 
top as an example. This is a car which 
gets to 62mph in just 6.4 seconds 
yet will return 41,5mpg and emit just 
159g/km of carbon dioxide. Even the 
racy 435i with a power output of over 
300bhp will still manage 34.9mpg and 
emit just 190g/km in manual guise. Go 
for the automatic gearbox and the fig¬ 
ures are even better at 37.7mpg and 
176g/km respectively. 


Despite these numbers, it’s hard 
to look beyond the 420d, which is 
certainly brisk enough, recording an 
8.2 second sprint to 62, yet will still 
see 55.4mpg and 133g/km. Expect 
strong residuals which will continue 
to give mainstream car manufactur¬ 
ers something to fret over. Insurance 
premiums are also said to have been 
driven down by better repairability and 
improved security. 

The BMW 4 Series seems to be a 
carefully managed piece of product 
development. 

This first version of the Convertible 
merely introduces the theme, teasing 
at what our assumptions might be. 
Make no mistake, this is no half meas¬ 
ure. 

Audi and Mercedes will look at this 
car and wonder how on earth they can 
come close to beating it, yet one sus¬ 
pects there’s a lot more to come from 
BMW in the next few years on the 4 
Series theme. 

The only possible flaw in the plan 
is BMW becomes a victim of its own 
success, that buyers will exercise a 
certain contrarian nature and choose 
a rival that’s objectively not quite so 
talented merely in order to buy some¬ 
thing different. 

In this sector, cars are as much 
about what they say about the owners 
and there are some buyers who are 
rather put off by the default choice. 

As problems go, it’s a nice one to 
have. BMW can congratulate them¬ 
selves on a job well done.

Peugeot 308 is Car of the Year 


The new Peugeot 308 has 
been crowned with the pres¬ 
tigious title of 2014 Car of 
the Year, awarded by a jury 
of journalists representing 
22 European countries. 

Thirty new models from North Amer¬ 
ican, Korean, European and Japanese 
manufacturers, on sale in Europe dur¬ 
ing 2013, were eligible for the 2014 
Car of the Year crown. 

The jury, reflecting the interests and 
tastes of 58 journalists from 22 Euro¬ 


pean countries, delivered its verdict 
on the strong line-up of seven finalist 
models pre-selected in December - 
the new Peugeot 308 carried it off on 
the podium. 

The new 308 is the fourth Peuge¬ 
ot model to be distinguished by the 
Car of the Year award; it comes after 
the 307 (2002), 405 (1988) and 504 
(1969). 

Produced in Sochaux, the brand’s 
historic home in Eastern France, the 
new 308 was launched in Europe dur¬ 
ing the last four months of 2013 and in 


the UK in January this year; produc¬ 
tion and sales in China, the biggest 
automobile market in the world, will 
start early in 2015. 

Sales success has already been 
achieved, with more than 55,000 or¬ 
ders recorded since launch. 

Maxime Picat, director general of 
Automobiles Peugeot said: “With the 
new Peugeot 308, we were convinced 
we had achieved a leap in concept, 
technology and quality and which 
would soon allow it a place on the po¬ 
dium for the category in Europe.”

Audi A4 a winning formula 


By Graham Breeze 

There’s little wonder that Audi 
has sold over five million cars 
in the A4 range since its 1995 
launch. 

The A4 may be older than a lot of other 
models in the German manufacturer’s 
garage but constant updates to the 
range mean it still looks the business 
in every way. 

You really have to drive the A4 to appre¬ 
ciate why the company has sold so many 
models in the range, because it doesn’t 
have the dazzle normally associated with 
Audi. 

But there’s no doubt the A4 has played 
a big part in Audi becoming the UK’s fourth 
best-seller, behind Ford, Vauxhall and 
Volkswagen. 

Audi has grown by constantly adding to 
its product portfolio. At the turn of the cen¬ 


tury there were just 17 models now there 
are close on 50 to chose from and that 
number will grow to 60 by 2015. 

The A4 remains an excellent upmarket 
saloon which stands toe-to-toe with BMW 
and Mercedes as a leading premium car in 
either Saloon, Avant or 4X4 Allroad estate 
guise. 

On test was the A4 Saloon 2.0TDi 
(150PS) Multitronic version with an on- 
the-road price of £27,790, though extras 
such as Bluetooth, metallic paint, adaptive 
headlights and a technology pack meant 
you would pay £34,330. 

This model offers an effective blend of 
economy and performance with a top 
speed of 130mph and 0-62mph in 9.1 
seconds, while still giving 58.9mpg on the 
combined cycle and a C02 rating of 127g/ 
km. 

The A4 wins because it has a luxurious, 
almost silent interior and proved a great, if 
firm, ride on motorways despite the TDi’s 
stiffer suspension. 




Inside, it’s easy for passengers to feel they 
are being chauffered. There’s a feeling you are 
off to a special occasion or event with occu¬ 
pants experiencing loads of space and sitting 
as comfortably as it gets. 

Front seats are fully adjustable, as is the 
steering wheel, enabling a good driving posi¬ 
tion, while the dashboard is typically Audi with 
good-looking soft-touch plastics and the usual 
metal trim. 

The boot gives 480 litres of storage, which 
is more than enough to suit most needs 
and passed the golf club test. There’s a re- 
mote-opening boot lid and a ski hatch in the 
centre of the back seats. 

No expense has been spared with safety 


levels, so it’s little surprise the A4 secured the 
full five stars in the Euro NCAP crash safety 
tests. 

All models come with ISOFIX child seat an¬ 
chor points in the back, anti-whiplash head re¬ 
straints, blind spot and lane departure warning 
systems, electronic traction and stability con¬ 
trol, and six airbags as standard equipment. 

The good thing about being an Audi buyer 
is you know the car will hold its resale value 
and the A4 is no exception. There’s a big de¬ 
mand out there for secondhand models. 

The A4 is far from the most attractive mod¬ 
el on offer from Audi but if you want a good 
blend of reliability, comfort and economical 
performance you won’t go far wrong.

Course for the

Known as the Self Management Pro¬ 
gramme, the course gives people with re¬ 
cent or long-standing hearing loss, of any 
degree, the opportunity to gain information 
and knowledge that can really make a dif¬ 
ference to their lives.

Faster broadband is on 
the way across county 


FASTER broadband could be on its way to 
more areas after a new partnership between 
campaigners and council leaders was offi¬ 
cially agreed. 

Shropshire Council will work with the Shropshire 
and Marches Campaign for Better Broadband in an 
attempt to find the match-funding that will allow 
the county to access up to £11.38 million of Govern¬ 


ment funding. 

The Superfast Extension 
Programme (SEP) money 
is available on the condition 
that councils obtain match 
funding. 

The new partnership has 
been established following 
last week’s full council, 
in which the issue of the 
money was raised by Pat¬ 
rick Cosgrove, chairman of 
the campaign group. 

The main aim of the part¬ 
nership is to find sources 
of funding so Shropshire 
Council can make sure it 
can match fund the £11.38 
million made available. 

Steve Charmley, Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s cabinet 
member responsible for 
broadband, said: “The SEP 
money will allow us to reach 
more people in the most 
rural areas of Shropshire 
and Broadband is a priority 
for this council. 

“We’ve seen the struggles 
rural areas can have with 
their internet connection 
and this partnership will 
help us unlock the potential 
of this fund.” 

Mr Cosgrove said: “Expe-

rience elsewhere has shown 
that the involvement of resi¬ 
dents can deliver high speed 
broadband very effectively. 
I hope that many communi¬ 
ties in Shropshire will work 
with Shropshire Council to 
devise technological and fi¬ 
nancial solutions that give 
priority to those who are 
currently in danger of miss¬ 
ing out.” 

The money is in addition 
to the ongoing Connecting 
Shropshire programme, 
Shropshire Council’s part¬ 
nership with BT that is 
aiming to make broadband 
available to 93 per cent of 
the county. 

It is hoped the new cash, 
which has to be match- 
funded by the council, could 
help take broadband access 
rates in the local authority 
up to 100 per cent. 

Mr Cosgrove spoke to 
the full council last week 
after more than 1,200 peo¬ 
ple signed a petition on the 
need for better internet ac¬ 
cess in more remote areas of 
the county.

A man who claimed he found a broken and rusty but illegal sawn-off 
double-barrelled shotgun on waste ground has been jailed for four 
years. 

Royston Pughe, from Oswestry, pleaded guilty at an earlier hearing at Chelms¬ 
ford Crown Court to possessing a prohibited firearm on 25 May last year at his 
then home in Matching Green, Essex. But Pughe claimed he had found it about 
a month before so should not face the mandatory five years in jail. Sentencing 
was adjourned until yesterday when Pughe, now of Shrewsbury Road, Oswest-

ry, also pleaded guilty to producing 39 
cannabis plants, which were found by 
police in his Essex house. 

The 42-year-old claimed they were there 
because he was merely watering them for 
two weeks as a favour to a friend. 

Judge Anthony Goldstaub QC said he 
accepted Pughe’s “slightly improbable” 
explanation of how he found the shotgun. 
He agreed there were “exceptional circum¬ 
stances” to mitigate the five-year manda¬ 
tory term and jailed him for two years. 

But he rejected Pughe’s claim about the 
cannabis plants and imposed a consecutive 
two-year term for that offence. 

The gun had been lying behind Pughe’s 
Matching Green property. A fence had 
blown down and while the panels were 
being repaired Pughe went on to the field. 

He told the court he put the gun and am¬ 
munition in his garage, later moving them 
upstairs. He knew it was an illegal weapon 
but did not notify police, he said. 

The judge said: “The forend was not with 
it. A shotgun of this antiquity has three 
parts, the barrels, the stock and forend. Sig¬ 
nificantly the defendant didn’t emphasise 
its absence which suggests that he is indeed, 
as he says, ignorant of the use and nature of 
firearms of this kind.” 

A gun, ammunition and growing drugs 
was “a suspicious toxic combination”, said 
the judge, but Pughe’s explanation made it 
less sinister.

Watch out for Mr Toad 
now soring has sprung 


SPRING perhaps has finally 
sprung. Skylarks singing, frogs 
mating and assorted choristers 
from the dawn chorus clearing 
their throats. 

This week I’ve seen my first bumble¬ 
bee of the year and my first butterfly. 
The origin of the word “butterfly” is 
often said to have originated from one 
of the first butterflies to emerge, the 
brilliantly yellow-coloured (or should 
that be “butter”-coloured?) Brim¬ 
stone. 

Mine, for the record, was a Peacock. 

Although we’ve experienced a mild win¬ 
ter we have, of course, had to put up with 
a lot of water and dedicated, not to men¬ 
tion long-suffering, readers will remember 
I touched on some of the benefits of all that 
water. 

Two of the species mentioned are really 
March specialists. 

Firstly it’s worth a visit to your local 
wetland reserve, or failing that, the nearest 
flooded field. Lapwings begin their chaotic 
mating display this month and, if you’re 
lucky enough to witness this, you will ap¬ 
preciate why they are called both “lapwing” 
and “pee-wit” The former refers to their er¬ 
ratic, stunt-kite flight and the latter to the 
sound they emit while performing it. 

This once-familiar farmland bird has 
suffered significant declines of more than 
50 per cent (much of it in the last decade 
alone) and is now a Red List species. The 
decline is largely a result of autumn sowing 
of crops, which results in crops being too 
tall and a reduction in uncultivated grass¬ 
land through increased hill farming. 

Again, flooded, waterlogged fields will

provide a small amount of respite for this 
species this year, but planting patterns and 
the intensification of some farming methods 
must be altered if the pee-witting lapwing is 
to continue to grace our March skies. 

Now from pee-wits to “poop-poooops”. 
That is, believe it or not, a rather famous 
utterance. If you’ve read Kenneth Gra- 
hame’s masterpiece, The Wind in the Wil¬ 
lows, you’ll recognise it as belonging to Mr 
Toad. Common Toads emerge from hiber¬ 
nation in late February and start a hazard¬ 
ous journey to their breeding ponds. Once 
there, males clasp the females in a special 
hold known as “Amplexus” during mating. 

How do they achieve this special hold? 
The males have dark nuptial pads on three 
inner fingers that are very noticeable in the 
breeding season. 

If you find a small single toad this month 
(the males are generally smaller than the 
females), have a quick look and see if you 
can notice these pads. 

The aim is for the male and female to 
remain clasped together for a few days as 
the female lays her spawn. But other males 
want in on the action and are desperate to 
try and ensure that they are the ones that 
fertilise her eggs. Many toads are killed as 
they attempt to cross busy roads to return 
to the same pond year after year. Prints of 
Ben’s artwork can be seen in the Gallery 
Tearooms, Princess St, Shrewsbury.

Deprived Powys 
kids get help to 
make right start 

MORE than 500 deprived children in Powys have bene- 
fitted from a Welsh Government scheme that helps them 
have the right start in life. 

The latest figures show that 525 children in Powys re¬ 
ceived Flying Start services in 2012/13, and 23,579 children 
in all of Wales. 

Flying Start offers eligible parents free quality childcare 
for children under the age of four, parenting support, an 
enhanced health visitor service and help with their chil¬ 
dren’s early language development. 

Deputy minister for tackling poverty Vaughan Gething 
told assembly members that the £279 million expansion of 
Flying Start will help reach more families than ever before. 

Ministers are investing more than £254 million of reve¬ 
nue funding in the programme over the four years of the 
expansion, from 2012 to 2016, and £25 million of capital 
funding to develop the infrastructure. 

Mr Gething said: “I am delighted to be able to say that 
we are on track to deliver our commitment to double the 
number of children that benefit from Flying Start, one of 
our key commitments to the people of Wales. 

“The undeniable truth is that children living in poverty 
are much more likely to have worse health outcomes, worse 
education outcomes, and poorer job prospects. 

“Poor children are more likely to become poor adults who 
then go on to become parents of poor children. 

“Flying Start has a key role to play in breaking this cycle 
and that is why we have a clear commitment to expand 
the number of children benefitting from this policy. We are 
making a difference and investing in the future of some of 
the poorest families right across Wales. 

“By 2016 we want to see 36,000 children, that’s one in 
four of all children in Wales below the age of four, benefit- 
ting from Flying Start. 

“I have personally been to a number of Flying Start set¬ 
tings across the country where parents have told me that 
they have seen real improvements in their children’s lan¬ 
guage, social and emotional skills. 

“Our aim is for children, no matter where they are born, 
to have the same start and opportunities in life as others.” 

Ministers predict that in 2014/15, 32,657 children across 
Wales are expected to benefit from the programme, reach¬ 
ing 36,000 by 2016.

A SHROPSHIRE teenager who dreams 
of becoming the next Bradley Wiggins is 
hoping a top Shropshire road cycling racing 
team will give him the experience he needs 
to get to the top. 

Tomos Owens, 15, from Llanymynech, 
was chosen as the youngest member of the 
Shrewsbury-based Paramount Perform¬ 
ance Cycling Racing Team. The team is 
made up of riders handpicked from within 
the Paramount Cycling Club. 

While many teenagers are concerned 
about their social life, or computer games, 
Tomos’ passion is cycling and he has al¬ 
ready had huge success in the sport. 

He has twice been the British Track 
Omnium champion and Welsh Omnium 
Champion. 

He also won the Welsh Road Champion¬ 
ships when he was 10, 11, 12 and 13-years- 


old as well as the British National Circuit 
under 12s series in 2011. 

While Tomos is too young to take part 
in road races, he can represent the team in 
closed circuit racing. 

“I was chuffed to make the team,” the 
year 10 Llanfyllin School pupil said. “I’ve 
never raced in a proper team before.” 

Tomos is putting in many hours of train¬ 
ing before the racing season starts.

Fellow team member Victoria Grimmer, 
31, from Copthorne, Shrewsbury, has also 
had a successful start to the season. 

She came ninth in her first race, the 
Pimbo Circuit at Skelmersdale, Lancashire, 
which wins her British Cycling points. 

“It felt really good,” she said. “It was not 
a race that suited me because I’m not really 
a flat, fast racer. I suit more open roads.”

Europe 
the aim 
now for 
Tulloch 

A TALENTED teenage 
showjumper from Oswestry 
is hoping to reach the Pony 
European Championships 
later this year after excel¬ 
ling at a national pre-season 
eventing competition. 

Thomas Tulloch, from 
Oswestry, won two separ¬ 
ate sections at the Jumping 
and Style Championship in 
Buckinghamshire. 

The 14-year-old won tri¬ 
umphed in both the hotly 
contested Novice and Open 
Championship sections, 
riding Spirit VI, and also 
took second place in the 
Novice class on Trewithian 
Bracken. 

Tulloch, the son of former 
International Event rider 
Jancis Tulloch, is hoping 
that if he maintains such 
form it will lead to a place in 
the British Pony squad for 
the European Champion¬ 
ships in July. 

He said: “I was aiming for 
a top 10 finish. To win both 
classes is incredible and to 
be placed second in the Nov¬ 
ice too - well, you couldn’t 
ask for any more. 

Selectors 

“Both ponies jumped very 
well. My ultimate aim for 
2014 is to continue compet¬ 
ing at Pony Trials level and 
hopefully be considered by 
the selectors for the British 
Pony squad for the Euro¬ 
pean Championships.” 

He added: “The feedback 
from the coach (British 
Senior team Chef d ’Equip 
Yogi Breisner) was very 
constructive so I’ve taken 
away some clear points to 
work on.” 

Tulloch beat 43 competi¬ 
tors in the Novice and 26 of 
all ages, including profes¬ 
sional adults, in the Open. 

Each of the winners took 
home prizes from competi¬ 
tion sponsors Baileys Horse 
Feeds including feed vouch¬ 
ers, rugs and saddlecloths 
and £500 of vouchers to 
use on British Eventing-ac- 
credited training. Tulloch 
intends to use his vouchers 
on tuition from British Pony 
Team trainer Jonquil Hem¬ 
ming. 

Winners also landed a 
place on a cross-country 
training clinic with former 
World and Olympic medal 
winner Blyth Tait. 
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
